IMPORTANT  NOTICE  TO  CANDIDATES 

Some  recent  changes  in  the  conduct  of  the  Grade  13 
Departmental  examinations  are  set  out  below. 

PLEASE  READ  THEM  CAREFULLY 

(1)  A  candidate  who  makes  application  after  April  1 
shall  be  required  to  pay  a  late-entry  fee  of  $5.00. 

(2)  The  regulation  governing  the  Grade  13  examinations 
of  1966  makes  provision  for  35%  of  the  final  standing  in  a 
Grade  13  paper  to  be  based  on  a  mark  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  principal  and  the  teacher,  represents  the  candidate’s 
proficiency  in  the  subject  as  indicated  by  his  work  during 
the  year.  This  regulation  makes  it  absolutely  imperative 
that  candidates  indicate  to  the  Department  at  the  time  of 
application  for  the  examinations  the  method  by  which 
they  were  prepared  for  each  paper  they  expect  to  write. 
The  Department  must  accept  this  information  as  correct 
and  use  it  immediately  in  one  of  its  electronic  data  process¬ 
ing  procedures  leading  to  an  early  release  of  the  results. 
If  it  is  found  to  be  incorrect  or  misleading  on  a  final  check 
at  a  later  date,  the  candidate’s  statement  of  marks  will  be 
delayed  at  the  Department  or  recalled  for  an  adjustment  in 
the  final  standing. 

(3)  A  candidate  is  eligible  to  write  the  examination  in 
Botany  or  Zoology  only  if  he  lacks  standing  in  one  but  has 
obtained  standing  in  the  other  at  a  previous  Grade  13 
examination.  Only  the  paper  in  which  the  candidate  lacks 
standing  may  be  written. 

(4)  A  candidate  may  provide  himself  with  a  slide-rule 
containing  only  the  original  markings  of  the  manufacturer 
for  the  examinations  in  Mathematics  and  Science.  The 
presiding  officer  shall  examine  all  slide-rules  brought  into 
the  examination  room  and  may  forbid  the  use  of  any  slide- 
rule  having  extraneous  markings  on  it.  When,  during  the 
examination,  it  is  found  that  a  candidate  has  violated  these 
instructions,  his  papers  may  be  cancelled.  The  presiding 
officer  shall  report  any  such  violations  to  the  Registrar. 
The  principal  or  presiding  officer  will  not  be  required  to 
provide  slide-rules  for  the  examinations. 

(5)  The  final  date  for  making  appeals  for  the  re-reading  of 
Grade  13  answer  papers  is  September  1.  Only  papers  to 
which  a  mark  of  less  than  50  has  been  assigned  may  be 
appealed. 

General  information  and  instructions  regarding  the 
Grade  13  examinations  will  be  found  on  the  back  of  this 
time-table.  Candidates  privately  prepared  in  one  or  more 
papers  are  referred  to  the  back  of  the  Candidate’s 
Statement. 


NOTE.— Francais  (June  20)  of  the  Grade  13  examinations  is  provided  for  French-speaking  pupils  who.  as  candidates  for  admission  to  the  University  of  Ottawa  Teachers' 
College  or  Sudbury  Teachers’  College,  are  required  to  take  this  subject.  (See  Circular  611(a).)  Candidates  may  use  the  standing  obtained  in  Francais  m  lieu  of 
the  standing  obtained  in  English  for  the  Secondary  School  Honour  Graduation  Diploma* *  Standing  obtained  in  both  French  and  Francais  will  not  be  credited  for 
this  purpose.

INFORMATION  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  CANDIDATES 


1.  On  or  before  the  1st  day  of  April,  every  candidate  shall  file  an  application  and  a  statement  with 
the  principal  of  the  school  at  which  he  proposes  to  write  the  examinations.  No  application  should  be  sent 
to  the  Department. 

2.  A  candidate  who  is  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Toronto  and  is  not  a  registered  pupil  of  a  school  having  a 
Grade  13  examination  centre  is  expected  to  write  at  the  centre  nearest  his  usual  place  of  residence.  There 
will  not  be  a  centre  at  the  University  of  Toronto  this  year. 

3.  A  candidate  for  a  university  scholarship  shall  make  application  for  the  scholarship  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  university  concerned  and  for  the  Grade  13  examinations  to  the  principal  of  the  school  at  which  he 
proposes  to  write. 

4.  Each  candidate  shall  satisfy  the  presiding  officer  as  to  his  personal  identity.  The  presiding  officer 
is  authorized  to  refuse  the  application  of  any  candidate  who  presents  himself  at  a  centre  other  than  that 
nearest  his  usual  place  of  residence  unless  the  candidate’s  explanation  for  doing  so  is  in  every  way  satisfactory 
to  the  presiding  officer. 

5.  Candidates  shall  be  in  their  appointed  places  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  each 
examination.  If  a  candidate  is  not  on  time,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  any  additional  time.  No  candidate 
shall  be  permitted  on  any  pretext  whatever  to  enter  the  room  after  the  expiration  of  an  hour  from  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  examination.  The  presiding  officer  is  authorized  to  refuse  admission  even  within  the  hour 
if  the  candidate’s  explanation  is  in  any  sense  unsatisfactory  or  if  he  has  reason  to  suspect  collusion  between 
the  newly-admitted  candidate  and  other  candidates. 

6.  A  candidate  shall  not  leave  the  room  within  one  hour  after  the  distribution  of  the  question  papers 
in  any  subject  unless  attended  by  an  assistant  presiding  officer  and,  if  he  leaves  after  that  period,  unattended 
by  an  assistant  presiding  officer,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  return  during  the  examination  in  such  subject. 

7.  A  candidate  shall  not  take  into  the  room  or  have  in  his  possession  or  in  or  on  his  desk  anything  from 
which  he  may  derive  assistance.  He  shall  not  talk  to  another  candidate  or  give  or  receive  assistance  of  any 
kind.  Should  he  violate  these  instructions,  all  his  answer  papers  shall  be  cancelled.  The  presiding  officer 
shall  report  to  the  Registrar  any  evidence  of  a  violation  of  the  foregoing. 

8.  A  candidate  shall  not  use  any  paper  or  examination  book  other  than  that  provided.  He  shall  print 
the  name  of  the  subject  of  the  examination  very  distinctly  at  the  top  of  his  book.  He  shall  not,  however, 
write  his  name,  his  assigned  examination  number,  or  any  other  distinguishing  mark  or  symbol  on  his  book,  nor 
shall  he  tear  from  his  book  nor  insert  therein  any  matter  not  pertinent  to  the  examination. 

9.  Candidates  are  also  reminded  that  the  presiding  officer  shall  not  make  any  explanation  or  other 
statement  regarding  the  probable  meaning  of  any  question  or  give  any  advice  as  to  what  questions  should  be 
answered  by  the  candidates  or  the  manner  in  which  a  question  should  be  answered. 

At  the  expiration  of  an  examination  a  candidate  may  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  presiding  officer  any 
error  which  appears  to  have  been  made  in  a  question  paper  and  at  the  close  of  the  examinations  the  presiding 
officer  shall  report  to  the  Registrar  any  error  in  a  question  paper  which  is  brought  to  his  attention. 

10.  Unless  otherwise  directed  on  the  question  paper,  every  candidate  shall  write  his  answers  and  solutions 
on  the  ruled  side  of  the  leaves  of  his  examination  book  (or  books  if  more  than  one  is  needed) ;  he  shall  use  the 
unruled  side  in  preparing  the  answers  in  rough,  where  necessary.  The  candidate  shall  place  his  examination 
book  (or  books)  and  other  material  in  the  envelope  provided  by  the  presiding  officer,  seal  the  envelope,  write 
on  the  outside  of  the  envelope  the  subject  of  the  examination,  the  number  of  examination  books  he  is  enclosing, 
the  examination  number  assigned  to  him  by  the  chief  presiding  officer  at  the  centre  at  which  he  is  writing, 
and,  on  the  name  slip  provided,  his  name  in  full  (surname  preceding),  and  then  securely  fasten  the  slip  to 
the  envelope  as  instructed  by  the  presiding  officer.  Each  candidate  shall  hand  in  all  the  answer  books  he 
has  used. 

11.  Where  the  illness  of  a  candidate  or  any  other  occurrence  affects  his  examination,  he  shall  request 
the  presiding  officer  to  report  full  particulars  to  the  Registrar  within  two  days  after  the  close  of  the  examinations. 
The  presiding  officer’s  report  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  medical  certificate  stating  the  nature  of  the  illness,  its 
time  and  duration,  or  a  full  report  on  any  occurrence  which  interfered  with  the  candidate’s  examination.  A 
form  of  medical  report  to  be  used  may  be  obtained  from  the  principal. 

12.  For  the  examinations  in  Mathematics  and  Science,  a  candidate  shall  provide  himself  with  a  ruler 
showing  millimetres  and  sixteenths  of  an  inch,  a  pair  of  compasses,  and  a  protractor.  A  candidate  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  use  a  stencil  for  the  making  of  drawings  or  diagrams  on  any  Grade  13  examination. 

13.  A  candidate  may  provide  himself  with  a  slide-rule  containing  only  the  original  markings  of  the 
manufacturer  for  the  examinations  in  Mathematics  and  Science.  The  presiding  officer  shall  examine  all 
slide-rules  brought  into  the  examination  room  and  may  forbid  the  use  of  any  slide-rule  having  extraneous 
markings  on  it.  When,  during  the  examination,  it  is  found  that  a  candidate  has  violated  these  instructions, 
his  papers  may  be  cancelled.  The  presiding  officer  shall  report  any  such  violations  to  the  Registrar.  The 
principal  or  presiding  officer  will  not  be  required  to  provide  slide-rules  for  the  examinations.
